PRIME ‘CATTLE 
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BEEF PRICES TURN 
DOWNWARDS AGAIN 


“MPROVEMENT in the fat cattle trade, which was evident in the middle of July, 
has proved to be short-lived. Average price for grade 1 steers last week was 
105s per live cwt, the lowest yet this year and, indeed, since 1956. This was a 


drop of 2s 3d from the 107s 3d of the previous week. 


Earlier last month the weekly 


averages were between 306s and 107s =. cwt. 


This further deterioration in beef prices 
was consistent throughout last week. On 
each day averages were down by at least 
several shillings. Saturday trade emphasized 
the downward trend. 

In general entries were lower. Only on 
Monday was there a slight increase in the 
number penned. 

With the guarantee payment falling in 
recent weeks, total returns to producers were 
not very good for the time of year, bearing in 
mind the 10s cwt Price Review increase. 
Based on last week’s provisional guarantee of 
62s 6d, they averaged 167s 6d, 3s above 
the corresponding level last year. 

Whatever happens to market prices, total 
returns will drop, on average, between now 
and October. 

There was an increase in the number of 
lambs and ewes forward at markets last week,

but unfortunately returns did not follow suit.

ORKERS, cutters and baconers were all cheaper at last week’s auctions. Porkers, 
which fetched an average market price of 29s 6d score live weight, were returning 
only 6d score more than three weeks ago when the lowest level since 1958 was 

recorded. Although the gap between porker and baconer returns increased to Is 3d, 
this was not due so much to a strengthening of porker values as to a weak demand 
for baconers which last week fell by an average of 1s 9d score. 


The average return for porkers, which has 
again sunk below the 30s mark, together with 
the reduced provisional guarantee, has pro- 
duced a total return that is down Is 5d on 
last week. The difference on the 1960 
figure is more substantial—a guarantee of 
5s 94d added to the auction price of 31s 6d 
score showed a return of nearly 4s 6d more 
than during last weck. 

Entries also had an effect on trade. There 
were more fat pigs on offer in all classes— 
especially among the cutters and baconers. 
Daily average prices tended to be lowest at 
the mid- and late-week markets. 

Among the busiest centres such as 
Gloucester, Chichester, Ashford, Malton and 
Newton Abbot, average falls for porkers were

old beef heifers averaged £85 (a rise of £9) at Barnstaple, where steers made £22 more 
to reach £78. In many cases, more interest was taken in beef dairy crosses of this age. 


Prices were virtually unchanged despite a 
much bigger offering at Exeter, stronger dairy 
cross steers continuing to make £70. At 
Yeovil, too, this was the average recorded for 
beef steers. Here it represented a £2 drop 
on the week, although other rates were either 
unaltered or £1 up. 

With larger supplies at Liangefni yearling 
and two-year-old beef steers were 
cheaper. Demand was a little firmer for 
becf-dairy crosses. and beef heifers at 
Oswestry. Beef steers rose by £1 at Shrews- 
bury, but practically all other classes made 
slightly less. Rates showed little change at 
Welshpool, but at Beeston Castle values were 
generally £1 or £2 lower. 

At Banbury two-year-old beef heifers fell 
by £5, but buyers paid to £3 more for 
younger sorts. While 18-month-old beef- 
dairy crosses were cheaper by £6 to £10 at 
Gloucester, steers of this type and age fetched 
an extra £13 at Newark. Eighteen-month- 
old beef steers also met a good trade at 
Melton Mowbray, being £6 up on the weck. 
Derby had a slightly better enquiry for year- 
ling and two-year-old beef-dairy cross heifers, 
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although stronger steers were cheaper by £4. 
At Leicester two-year-old steers of the same 
type fetched an additional £8 to average £74, 
but heifers were £7 cheaper. 

Darlington experienced a particularly good 
sale for stronger beef steers, which realized 
£10 more to average £74. Eighteen-month- 
olds were also dearer, but yearling heifers 
made £3 less. Business on the whole was 
brisk at Hexham, two-year-old beef steers 
fetching £2 extra to reach £70. Beef-dairy 
crosses of this age were dearer by £3 (steers) 
and £4 (heifers). 

A decreased demand for the larger pitch 
of beef animals at Aberdeen brought values 
down by £3 to £5 a head.

OMESTIC and international tensions will make headlines frequently 


between now and the end of the year. 


The Government’s measures to 


beat the economic crisis have not been well received. Their con- 
sequences pose problems for investors. So, too, do discussions on the Common 
Market. And the Berlin situation. Nerves will be put to the test. Last weck’s 
mini-Budget hoists any number of question marks over investment prospects. 


Basically, the steps taken are deflationary.

The most objectionable feature of the

But, of course, the one thing the | 


Government wants to do is to put a stop 
to excessive rises in personal incomes. 
That isrises unrelated to increases in pro- 
ductivity. 

In an effort to check wage inflation a 
stand will be made against unrealistic 
demands.

Not Iron, But Pewter 





OBODY loves an 
Iron Chancellor 
s but most people 


respect him so long as 
they are sure he is made 
of iron. It is when they 
begin to suspect that he 
is only pewter that the 
trouble starts. And, un- 
fortunately, that is very 
much the impression that Mr. Lloyd has made 
with his passage with austerity this last week. 

That is the best that can be said for Mr. Lloyd’s 
efforts. The mountain may not have brought 
forth a mouse, but the Selwyn hath laboured 
and brought forth the same stillborn offspring 
that so many of his predecessors have paraded 
before us as a future champion. 

Why, in heaven’s name, has he been so long about 
it? The crisis is essentially one of balance of 
payments, and that has been going against us 
for some three years. Indeed, in the last few 
weeks, there have been signs that things were 
beginning to move in the right direction, in 
which circumstances, government meddling is 
likely to do more harm than good. 


Can It Be Panic? 


Three months ago, six months ago, a year ago 
even, yes, But now? Can it be panic, not in 
the ranks but in the leadership? 

It is. all very well telling people that its drinks, 
smokes and other amusements (not to speak of 
some of its essential services) will cost more, 
when the people are at one with the govern- 
ment, when they have real leadership and are 
ready to face up to things. It is quite another 
thing to announce austerity when the stage is 
already set for new wage demands. The bomb 
will go off that much sooner and the explosion 
will be that much bigger. 

And to clamp down on teachers, an underpaid 
group if ever there was one, and who have just 
learnt that a strike is a weapon that can be used, 
is folly, panic, or, at the best, bad judgment. 
In face of that treatment can there be any 


grumble if our children do not learn to read and 

write (and already the standard is deplorably 

low in face of what is wanted) or turn into a 

teen-age problem? 

As for the promises to restrict government spend- 
ing—Mr. Lloyd taking some of his own medi- 
cine, to encourage the patients—there can be 
no real result until next year or the year after 
that. By which time, we shall have recovered 
or it will be too late to matter. 

Such is what we feel from the general view. 
Within our own field we wonder why, apart 
from the fact that we are regarded as easy 
game, farming should be singled out for a 
tough time next spring. 


Foreign Currency Saved 


As savers of foreign currency, and saving is fully 
as important as earning, no industry can come 


near to what agriculture does. The policy of 
all parties is cheap food for the export drive 
and nobly farming has seen to it that the food 
is there. 

But farm production is balanced on a knife edge 
of costs. Successive Chancellors, from Mr. 
Butler and his Gadarene swine, have tried to 
meddle only to find that they have ruined the 
balance and production has fallen. 

Mr. Lloyd will have to be extremely careful lest, 
in his anxiety to save pounds at home, he finds 
himself having to pay more in other coin. And 
it is Mr. Soames’ duty to make this plain to 
him. He must stand by what he said at the 
Royal Welsh Show on Tuesday. 

Nor must these two Ministers forget that farm 
incomes have fallen of recent years while those 
of other sections of the community have been 
increasing. 

We must, and do, support measures, however 
distasteful, which are for the good of the com- 
munity. Our own good is wrapped up in the 
well-being of the country. But we have grave 
doubts as to whether the measures proposed 
will really do anything permanent to help our 
exports and they may well damage our foud 
production.

INE million pounds a year; that’s what the N.F.U. estimate will be 
the extra cost to farming in bank interest alone as a result of the 


Chancellor's “little budget” last week. The latest figure I can find 
for farm overdrafts is £377m, which means £7}m more in interest at the extra 


2 per cent. 
It all sounds very tall, but it’s people 
like you and I who have to pay it. 


That means we won’t be tempted to | 


hang on to anything cashable any 
longer than we’ve got to, in the hopes 
of a better price. 


Pressure to Sell 


I can see a much greater pres- 
sure to sell barley as one result. And 
if the pressure comes from the 
merchants, in defence of their own 
overdrafts, who can blame them. 

All the good work of recent weeks 
in stopping dumping looks like going 
by the board as barley is liquidated 
to clear up expensive overdrafts. Mr. 
Selwyn Lloyd could yet go down in 
history as the man who broke the 
barley market! Such is fame. 





Big and Small 


And the F.M.C., I suppose, will 
be looking down its nose at the pros- 
pect of paying another £80,000 a year 
or so in interest. It has overdrafts of 
something over £4m. 

But the men who will feel the pinch 
the most are undoubtedly the little 
chaps who have embarked on am- 
bitious schemes under the Small 
Farmer Scheme and have not had 
time to reap any reward. I wonder 
whether Mr. Hare’s ears are burning. 


Machinery Exports

And then, banks are not our only creditors. 


except that it will cost more. And a 
lot of us use this, not only to buy 
capital equipment but also _ stock 
(whether from the F.M.C. or else- 
where). It must be a tidy sum. 
Yet another aspect which may not 
generally appreciated, emerged 
when I bumped into some machinery 
men. From them I learned that agri- 
cultural engineering firms fully expect 
to lose sales of some £20m a year or 
so in the home market. 

Worse, they do not see it being 
replaced by exports. And these boys 
ought to know. They’re right at the 
top of the Exporters’ League. One 
certain result seems to be more costly 
production and a smaller, not larger, 
return from their exports. 

Special Review 

One way and another—and 
don’t forget dearer telephones on the 
side—I shall be surprised if the direct 
cost to farmers—you and I again—of 
the Chancellor’s measures is much 
less than £20m a year. And on top 
of that there is a wage claim pending. 

A tough time ahead next spring? 
Don’t be silly, Mr. Lioyd. We've 
already qualified for a Special Review 
this autumn! 


Fewer Potatoes 


O doubt many people, in- 

cluding some in the Min- 

istry, were as surprised as I was to hear 
of the tremendous reduction of about 
100,000 acres in the area under potatoes 





this year. With unfavourable yields 
there could be a dire shortage of home- 
grown potatoes this winter. Presuming 
that the Government does not want 
fantastic potato prices, any deficit 
would have to be made up by import- 
ing—that is if other countries have 
supplies available. 

Either way, any shortfall in the home 
crop this year, will add to the Govern- 
ment’s economic difficulties—higher 
prices would add to the inflationary 
trend or importing up to 4m tons of 
potatoes would add up to £15m to the 
balance of payments problem. 


Planting and Prices 





The drop in acreage has almost 
certainly been partly attributable to 
bad planting conditions. I am certain 
that an equally important factor has 
been the poor prices during the last 
two seasons. 

I hope that the Ministry and mem- 
bers of the Government will bear this 
sort of development in mind. If by 
their own actions, or lack of action, 
they make production so unattractive 
for any commodity, this can easily turn 
out to be a rod for their own backs.

Sales of holdings from’ 100 to 150 acres 
registered the largest drop in values—£17 
per acre—bringing the average back to a 
similar level to that in the first half of last 
year. 

There was a very substantial rise in 
prices for 150 to 300-acre farms. A small 
increase was suggested for those over 300 
acres though in this case the number of 
transactions recorded only averaged 11 in

All these figures relate to complete hold- 
ings with possession.

So few farms sold without possession 
have been recorded that no useful figures 
could be prepared.

AXE WILL NOT CHECK WAGE CLAIM 


R. SELWYN LLOYD'S axe will not 

deter farm workers from pressing 
their claim for a higher minimum and 
fewer hours. The claim, already lodged 
with the Wages Board, will probably be 
put forward at the September meeting. 

The workers argue that while sacrifices 
are undoubtedly necessary, they should 
not apply to an industry in which rates 
and hours are so manifestly lower than 
those enjoyed by other sections of the 
community. 

The workers point out that in 1948 the 
majority of industry was on a 48-hour 
week, but after that it quickly came down 
to about 44, and now stands at 42-43 


hours. In agriculture, however, a 48-hour 
week was cut to 47 and there was no other 
change until the beginning of this year, 
when it was reduced to 46.

New Schemes 

New bulk collection

.L.D.A. has already announced that it 

does not intend to introduce a 
scheme to test sow performance at pro- 
geny testing stations. This was one of 
the most important differences between 
members of the working party, and on 
independent genetic advice the Authority 
decided against centralized provision for 
sow testing, 

In a statement issued with the Parr 
Committee’s report P.I.D.A, points out 
that boar performance testing started 
early in July, and breeders will be offered 
facilities at progeny testing stations to 
have their boars progeny tested to 130Ib 
live weight. 

The butchery trade has been consulted 
and reports will include the assessment 
of lean content by dissection and echo 
sounding. 

The form of report provided at the end 
of the existing progeny test to 200Ib is 
being examined on the question of report- 
ing on lean meat content, 

Breeders representatives will soon be 
given detailed proposals for progeny 
testing to light weight pork. 

There is to be an experiment at Selby 
on the question of whether results 
obtained under controlled and standard- 
ized conditions of progeny testing reflect 
the results obtainable under commercial 
conditions,

REEDERS and scientists clashed during the deliberations of the 15-man 
working party appointed by the Pig Industry Development Authority in 
May, 1959, to advise on the progeny testing of pigs for pork and manufac- 


turing, which cover 70 per cent of slaughterings in the U.K. The result is that 
their report, published last week, contains the majority view of eight members, 
including the chairman; Mr. T. K. Parr; the minority view of five—predominantly 
scientific—and a statement by two members who could not agree with either. 


A major issue between the two groups 
was the distinction between routine test- 
ing and experimentation. The minority 
thought that the basic report should be 
restricted to the recommendation of a 
routine system of testing offered as a 
service to breeders, clearly separated from 
experimental procedures. 


Experimental Work 


The majority, on the other hand, 
recommended that experimental work on 
such matters as cross-breeding should be 
woven into the main scheme. 

The majority report proposes 
following :— 

1. Testing of dam stock to determine 
the cost of one weaner from any par- 
ticular boar line at weaning weight. 

2. Determination of the conversion 
factor and the rate of growth of the pigs 
in the fattening stage. 

3. Definition, by way of carcase dis- 
section of the quantities of lean meat, fat 
and non-usable meat obtained. 

4. Experimental work in cross-breed- 
ing. 

Either an existing progeny testing 
station should be used, or a new one built. 
If the latter, only 30 boars would be tested 
in the first phase—Large White, Land-

ALL-TIME RECORD 
SUGAR OUTPUT 
OF 887,525 TONS 


RODUCTION of sugar in this coun- 
try from last year’s beet crop was an 
all-time record. It was equivalent to a 
total of 887,525 tons of white sugar, states 
the annual report of the British Sugar 
Corporation, published recently. In addi- 


tion, 543,253 tons of dried beet pulp | 


and 321,507 tons of molasses were 
produced. 

In all but two of the factory areas, 
yields of beet per acre were at record 
levels. The highest achieved was at the 
Ipswich factory—19.73 tons per acre. 
The average for the whole country was 
17.37 tons per acre, 3.5 tons up on the 


previous best in 1958-9. 


Heavy Roots 

Root weights were particularly high but 
sugar content was depressed to just under 
15 per cent. 

The daily tonnage of beet sliced has 
progressively risen from 40,000 tons in 
1951-2 to over 50,000 this last season, 
shows the report. In the same period, 
man minutes worked per ton sliced fell 
from 75 to 45.

NITROGEN BY THE GALLON 


ONCENTRATED liquid fertilizers 

have now been developed which 
compare in spreading rates with granu- 
lar compounds. Selling of these products 
has been started by Soil Fertility, Ltd., on 
1 commercial scale this year. Already 
some 1,000 farmers in the South-West are 
using them. The firm runs a comprehen- 
sive service—from soil-testing to apply- 
ing the fertilizer. An application of 2cwt 
to the acre of a 20 per cent nitrogen top- 
dressing costs about 32s, all-in. 

One farmer who has turned to liquid 
fertilizer is Mr. D. Leonard, of Nether- 
street Farm, Bromham, Wilts. A 
demonstration was held there recently 
and crops dressed with liquids appeared 
flourishing 

For Mr. Leonard, who runs his 700- 
acre farm with a labour-force of five, the 


main advantage is in the reduction of 
handling. “ Why should I have the bother 
when someone will do it for me?” he 
asks 

Farmers are becoming interested in 
applying the liquids themselves. The 
technique is not unlike ordinary weed 
spraying Low-pressure sprayers, modi- 
fied mainly by fitting a larger nozzle, can 
be used, Spraying pressure is around 20 
to 30lb 

Large droplets and low-pressure are 
essential if “scorch” is to be avoided. 

Apart from the ease of handling, it is 
claimed that spraying allows a more 
accurate distribution than with granular 
fertilizers. 

Scope is limited at the moment by the 
range of the manufacturing plants (up to 
40 miles). 


Successful takes are on fields that were 
covered after sowing. Thus the 50 per 
cent failures have been accredited to slug 
and bird damage. 

Two county advisory officers, Mr. 
P. J. O Trist, Suffolk, and Mr. D. C. 
Bower, Essex, recently inspected two 
farms now growing aerial-sown Cappelle. 

The first stop was at Mr. H. D. Ford’s 
315-acre Whitensmere Farm, Ashdon, 
Cambs. Some 50 acres of Cappelle had 
been drilled at 2cwt/acre during the first 
week of December, 1960. Ploughing 
finished two or three days before. 

As soon as sowing was complete, the 
furrows were harrowed. Mr. Ford top 
dressed the land with a total of 7cwt/acre 
of Nitro-Chalk (heavier than usual to put 
back nitrogen that may have been washed 
out) on February 12 and March 28. 
14-Sack Yield 

Conservative estimates on yield by the 
two ‘Advisory officers were 14 sacks an 
acre. 

The second stop was at Poole Barm, 
Great Yeldham, Essex—part of Mr. C. A. 
Warren’s 900-acre (all aerial-sown) estate 
—where 30 out of 105 acres of Cappelle 
looked like yielding a comfortable 12 sacks. 

The other 75 acres were not covered 
after sowing, and were subsequently 
ploughed as unsatisfactory. 

Mr. Warren usually grows about 250 
acres of winter wheat. Nevertheless, he 
is well pleased with his 30 acres that did 
go in considering conditions at the time. 
Crawler tractors were getting bogged 
down, and his harrows had to be turned 
upside down to reduce resistance and so 
keep his tractors moving. 

“I’m frankly surprised that the crops 
have turned out so well,” said Mr. Trist 
He saw the whear on both farms in its

Net effect of the change-over did not 
materially affect the farm balance sheet 
and cost saving was more theoretical than 
actual; a fair amount of labour was saved 
but on the whole, not enough to justify 
reducing the staff by one full worker. 

More efficient husbandry techniques— 
infra-red heaters for pigs and artificial 
lighting for poultry should, however, 
show up on the profit side of the farm 
account in due course.

While the first steps in the Common Market’s agricultural policy were 
being announced in Brussels, M.P.s were tabling Motions in the House 
of Commons calling upon the Government to protect the interests of 
British agriculture in the forthcoming negotiations. In Brussels, the head 
of the Common Market Agricultural Commission, Dr. Sicco Mansholt, 
announced that the levy system for eggs and poultry would come into 
operation from January 1, 1962, and that compulsory grading would be 
introduced for fruit and vegetables with the object of abolishing quota 
restrictions on them in the following three years. 


Common Market and by the European Parliament in Strasbourg. But as 
agreement has now been reached within the Agricultural Commission, on 
which all the countries concerned are represented, confirmation appears certain.

The fascination of peering at 


to-morrow often confuses the practical issues of to-day; but an occasional 
attempt to review the present and forecast the future in a detached way 
may sometimes be rewarding for the individual farmer. It clears his mind and 
it may enable him to be a step ahead of competitors. Look at the sheep industry 


in 1961. What do you see? 
Forty-odd pure breeds of sheep, a 


variety of crosses and a bewildering | 


number of sheep policies and methods 
within the farm system. 

Then cults; the cult of pure-bred 
flocks for fat lamb. The cult of record- 
ing, often for recording’s sake. 


Our disorderly marketing becomes 
apparent when, compared with our over- 
seas competitors, we allow opportunist 
policies to prevail. There is little stand- 
ardization in carcase weight or quality, 
and underlying the whole industry, a stag- 
gering range of performance in terms of 
stocking rate, prolificacy and profits. 


Twin Problems 


Two basic items furrow the brow of the 
sheep man; first a price of 3s 3d per Ib 
for lamb; more than twice the return to 
the New , and secondly a vivid 
challenge to the stability of the price level 
by a rising tide of lamb and broilers. 

For the present at any rate fat lamb 





| production is still up there with milk 


production as the most profitable way of 
cashing grass, largely because lamb prices 
are comparatively high and because sheep 
can frequently be fitted into the farm with 
little trouble or additional overheads. 


The Broad View 


Small flocks of sheep will continue to 
find a casual and low cost place in many 
farming systems. But taking a broad view 
a ten-year forecaster can make one of two 
choices. 

He sees either that crises will continue 
to lurk round the corner, but always fail 
to put in an actual appearance, or alterna- 
tively that economic stresses and strains 
and new trading patterns will put com- 
pelling pressure on the producer. 

If you take the first view, then the 
development of the sheep industry is 
likely to proceed at a tranquil pace with 
gradual adjustments to meet falling mar- 
gins. But if the second view is held, there

are likely to be radical and rapid changes, 
and production may develop along new, 
unorthodox, and perhaps uncomfortable 
lines. 


Farm Systems 


The most fundamental changes are likely 
to be brought about through adjustments 
to farming systems. 

Too many of our established farming 
systems can only be described as an- 
tique. Composed of collections of any- 
thing up to half dozen enterprises in 
order to subscribe to ancient rules of 
husbandry, and outmoded axioms about 
eggs and baskets, many of these collec- 
tions comprise departments far too 
small ever to be economic. 

In future, the trend must be towards 
increasing specialization to lower unit 





costs. The salvation of the man on 
less than 250 acres, will lie in concen- 
trating all his resources into one or two 
enterprises. 

The modern, deeply cherished concept 
of ley farming will be discarded on very 
many farms as technical developments 
allow for stock and crop monoculture and 
we shall see the emergence of specialist fat 
lamb producing farms based on high 
stocking rates on permanent or very long 
term leys. 


Early Trend 


This is a trend which is only just 
beginning but we shall have to recognize 
that we are stepping into the age of the 
factory process in farming. The broiler 
industry has shown us what can be done 
in the production, distribution and mar-

keting fields by a ruthless, singleness of 
purpose, and let us recognize too that the 
so called “broiler age” came to the New 
Zealand sheep industry years ago. 


Breeds 


The logical turn of events clearly in- 
dicates a vast reduction in the breed cata- 
logue, but what is much more important 
than breed rationalization is the new cult 
of the pure bred flock as a fat lamb pro- 
ducer. 

Is the substance of hybrid vigour and 
naturally high prolificacy being lost for 
the shadowy aim of improving. self-con-

tained flocks by recording for various 
factors, only one of which is strongly 
heritable? Certainly the economics of self- 
replacing flocks show some very large 
question marks, 

It is perhaps difficult to argue with 
the view of those who regard the most 
satisfactory fat lamb as the result of a 
marriage between a Down ram and a cross 
bred ewe, one half of which derives from 
the thrifty hill stock. The present 
broad stratification of the sheep industry 
with its intimate relationship between hill, 
upland and lowland sheep is something 
worth preserving from the point of view 
of the industry as a whole. 


Developments 





Specialization is likely to take us out of 


ley farming in a big way. Much more 
attention will be given to the manage- 
ment of long term grass particularly the 
maintenance of permanent ryegrass— 
clover swards, and the wintering of ewes 
in semi-open yards will become common 
practice on the heavily stocked farms to 
avoid the winter bottleneck. 

We have certainly not seen the final 
development of rotational grazing in all 
its forms or yet appreciated to the full 
the technical revolution it is bringing 
about in pasture improvement. But much 
more thought will have to be given to 
the economics of the different approaches 
to pasture use. 

Is there a significant technical and 
economic. difference, between intensive 
stocking with a lot of heavy ewes at a 
relatively low lambing percentage, and 


going for a 40 to 45lb lamb, and a lighter 
stocking of smaller thrifty ewes aiming 
at the maximum possible number of light 
lambs? 

Some further technical developments 
are likely to be seen in out-of-season 
lambing. 

Perhaps too, we shall arrange a greater 
nuiber of lamb crops in the life of the 
ewe and by 1971 we may, if this proves 
to be an economic proposition, be well 
on the way toward a wholly artificially 
reared lamb. 

There is an imperative need to improve 
the wool returns from the hill ewe, possibly 
through better nutrition and vitamin in- 
jections. Even an extra shilling or two 
can be significant in the circumstances 
of hill farming. 


Marketing 


Monolithic organizations are out of 
favour. We shall see more and more 
initiative on the part of farmers to get 
together, not only for marketing but for 
many other production purposes. 

Let us make no mistake about the 
fact that to sell rather than to produce 
is the basic problem of all primary pro- 
ducers in the 1960's. 

In a discussion on marketing any re- 
ference to light lamb and small joints can 
only bring a derisory smile from the 
farmer who has seen no premium on 
light carcases and no discrimination by 
the butcher against any carcase below 
50lb. If the trend is towards packaged, 
de-boned and occasionally pre-cooked 
meat, size and type of carcase may not 


exert quite the influence once supposed. 
What will have much more influence is 
the general adoption of heavy stocking 
leading to the need\ to draw out light 
weight lambs at earliex stages of the spring 
curve of grass growth. 


Costs and Profits 


Lamb production could undoubtedly be 
cheapened and greatly expanded but two 
imponderable factors face the forecaster 
at the consumption end. First the pos- 
sibility of eventually finding overseas mar- 
kets for U.K. lamb. The New Zealander 
has not been very successful but the new 
trading patterns which may emerge could 
alter this position as far as we are con- 
cerned. 

Second is the extent to which the broiler 
can cut into lamb consumption. . We must 
anticipate a continuing challenge from 
cheaper and cheaper broiler meat as the 
industry continues to rationalize itself. 

Our present output of a lowland ewe 
is around £9-£10, the gross margin £3-4, 
or about £7 per acre. The important one, 
that of profit per acre, might well be sus- 
tained at a reasonable level, if in due 
course we are prepared to be bold. There 
are immense opportunities for cost cut- 
ting, by courageous re-organization of our 
individual farm systems. 

It is no answer to declining profit- 
ability to continue, as so many of us 
are doing on our farms, to pump more 
and more capital into. outmoded’ farm 
policies, and to accept blindly high 
overheads as one of the facts of life. 
What we should be doimg instead is 
taking a brave new look, if not a brave 
new leap, into systems more in keep- 
ing with our times.

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CONTRACT FATTENING 


at 2s |b live weight gain 


EWEST innovation in U.S.A., 

the land of novelties, is the con- 

tract fattening of store lambs. 
The advisory staff in the county of 
Augusta, Virginia, some time ago came 
to the conclusion that there was a 
possibility of raising farmers’ incomes 
by developing a new line of production 
—the finishing of lambs in co-opera- 
tion with one of the world’s big meat 
packers—Swifts, of Chicago. 

Farmers had some labour slack in 
winter; they had land, crops and build- 
ings, Swifts wanted a regular supply of 
fat lambs from January to early March. 
So the advisory service and Swifts got 
together and developed a contract agree- 
ment which operated successfully last 
winter. 

The packers agreed to buy the store 
lambs whenever they could and deliver 
them to the contracting farm between 
August 20 and December 15, 1960. The 
cost was not to exceed 17 cents (about 
ls 34d) per Ib live weight. The lambs 
were to remain the property of Swifts 
during the whole period; in other words, 
Swifts put up the capital. 


Feeder’s Part 

The feeder agreed. to supply labour, 
equinment, facilities, shelter, feed, and 
vetcrinary care. Any deaths were to be 
his responsibility also. 

The live weight of the lambs at the 
store market was accepted as the delivered 
weight and the final fattened total weight 
of the consignment must not be less than 
the original weights. This means that if 
2,0001b of live lamb was delivered, at least 


in the northern States, snow lies long 

and deep in winter and ewes are 

lambed indoors. Note the infra-red 
lamps.

2,0001b should eventually go off the farm. 
Unless deaths were high or lambs did 
very badly, then normally a much greater 
total weight would be produced. 

The most important clause in the agree- 
ment reads: “In consideration of the 
performance by Feeder of the foregoing 
convenant, Swift agrees to pay Feeder 28 
cents (2s) per Ib for all gain in weight. 
That is to say the excess of the weight of 
the lamb at the time of redelivery to Swift 
over the weight marked on the purchase 
tickets shall represent the gain for which 


* Swift shall pay Feeder.” 


Liberty in Feed 

What is boils down to is this—for feed, 
labour and other costs, the farmer receives 
2s per Ib live weight on each pound 
increase he can put on the lambs. Thus 
if they average 70lb when he gets them 
and they are 90lb when he finishes with 
them, he receives from Swifts 20 times two 
shillings, or 40s a lamb. He is at com- 
plete liberty to feed them as he pleases. 

A specific case is that of a Mr. W. R. 
Bean, Swoope, Virginia. Swifts delivered 
100 lambs to him on November 2, 1960, 
and the last of them were taken back for 
slaughter on February 27, 1961. The 
total live weight on the date of delivery 


was 7,210Ib; the total sale live weight was 
9,345lb. Thus over the fattening period 
the increase was 2,135lb; which at 2s 
comes to £213 10s. The gross return per 
lamb, therefore, came to a fraction over 
42s 6d a head. 

The big item of expense, of course, is 
feed. In this instance a total quantity of 
14,2001lb was consumed. This was estim- 
ated to cost £127 10s, based on a price 
of £20 a ton. After deducting feed cost, 
the margin available to Mr. Bean was £86, 
or slightly over 17s per lamb. 

This took good and careful manage- 
ment to achieve, particularly in the first 
few weeks after the lambs arrived. Coming 
as they did from the hills of West Virginia, 
they were unaccustomed to any type of 
feed other than grass. \ 

So on arrival they got meadow hay, 
fresh water and rest. They were then 
wormed with P.T.Z. twice in the first 
three weeks and a third time after six 
weeks. 

In Mr. Bean’s case the lambs were sub- 
sequently hand fed and so the risks of 
overeating of concentrates were avoided. 
The rations were:

A common practice in Virginia is to 
self-feed the ration in a big feeder. From 
experience it has been found that on aver- 
age 14-141b of maize and the same amount 
of lucerne méal will produce about 4lb 
to 4b of gain per day. 

To put it in another way, it requires 


‘ around 120Ib hay and 120lb concentrates 


to finish the average store lamb. 

‘ Last winter, some 5,000 lambs were 
fattened in Augusta County on the Swift 
contract system. The system has aroused 
widespread interest. 

Lamb is the Cinderella of meats in the 
U.S. diet, with consumption per head of 
population about 4lb, compared with a 
massive 85lb for beef. Many farmers 
have never tasted lamb, and amongst these 
would be men who have kept sheep for 
many years; strange but true.

N the East Riding of Yorkshire, Sir William Prince-Smith and the manager 
of his Southburn Estates, Mr. I. G. S. Sellers, have, by modifying the 
traditional Wolds system of farming, completely eliminated an endemic 

disease in sheep and furthermore have opened the door to greater productivity 
from their sheep enterprise. The old practice was for in-lamb ewes to follow 


hoggs as scavengers on root crops. 
Sufficient edible matter was left to 
keep the ewe flock permanently on the 
root fields with no run-back to grass, 
except in wet weather when large 
flocks were perforce concentrated on 
grassland, which is never plentiful in 
the Wolds during winter time. 

After lambing they were then put on 
to a one-year ley, undersown the previous 
spring and there set-stocked as long as 
there was sufficient grass to carry them. 

English Leicesters and their crosses 
were invariably used, as apparently they 
were the only breed which could success- 
fully withstand this system of wintering. 

But there were drawbacks. 


Husk Strikes 


Serious outbreaks of husk (followed by 
pneumonia and death) occur in parts of 
ae Wolds almost every year following 
unseasonable and fluctuating weather. 
Again the Leicester is not very prolific. 
About eight years ago husk struck the 
flock on the Southburn Estates where the 
traditional system was then practised. No 
fewer than 90 lambs died and Mr. Sellers 
said that the lost condition of the 
remainder of the lambs cost far more 
than the actual deaths. He estimated the 
total loss to be about £2,000. 
It was then that Sir William and Mr. 





Sellers | decided to change the flock man- 


agement. 

During that winter, therefore, the ewes 
did not follow the hoggs day by day. 
Instead more grass was made availab) 
than hitherto by the use of the longer ieys 
and the ewes were only allowed to 
up the turnip scoops for about 15 
per week, Again, the emg 
rotational paddock 
for ewes and lambs wi 
every five to seven Boones

ment was made on the two farms, Pains- 
lack and Haywold, which constitute 
Southburn Estates; and this for some 
eight years without -recourse to routine 
drenching. Nevertheless, as a safeguard, 
periodic dung samples are worm counted. 

However, the freedom from husk by 
management followed the aban- 
donment of full-time root scavenging by 
the ewes (for which the Leicester and its 
crosses serve admirably) as well as the 
adoption of rotational grazing for ewes 
and lambs, allowed for more latitude in 
the choice of breeds. 

So several breeds were tested. The

was that a special breeding flock had to 
be kept. 

The Clun did not do very weil under 
Wolds farming conditions and the vei 
exposed nature of the land. The Scotti 
Half-Breds themselves did no better. 
Finally the Suffolk cross Half-Bred, pur- 
cacsed fa dis atte Cheung, teas Cea 06 
successful that no other type of breeding 
ewe is used. 

Following on from this it was decided 
to move even farther from gprccmnsy Tf 
having two flocks of Suffolk cross = 
Bred ewes; one flock to be mated by 
Hampshire rams to cater for the early 
lamb trade and the other flock to be 
headed by Leicester rams to produce 
lambs, for sale fat in January. 

In this way both crops of lambs would 
be somewhat out of season in the East 
Riding, For instance, the Hampshire 
cross lambs are saleable during April, 
May and June, while the local lambs are 
not forward in any quantity until August.

This system has worked 

very successfully and the out of season 

lambs and hoggs have earned the reward 

of observing the commercial aspects of 
supply and demand. 

Now for the practical details of running 
these two flocks. Take the early lambing 
flock first with its 350 Suffolk cross Half- 
Bred ewes mated to Hampshire rams. 
Lambing under cover (after being on 
grass and not scavenging behind hoggs 
continuously as hitherto) they are then 
folded on roots, lambs creeping forward. 

The ewes then follow on to the lambs’

Thereafter ewes are mated to either a Hampshire or an English 


Leicester ram. 


section and the lambs creep ahead again 
and so on. In this case swedes are the 
usual crop. Alternatively, the ewes may 
be on swedes with the lambs on a side- 
creep of cabbages such as January King. 
The latter has shown to give the better 
results. 

From mid-April until the lambs are fat 
the flock is grazed on Italian ryegrass 
which is followed by a ley on which for- 
ward creep grazing is practised. Concen- 
trates are fed to the ewes while on roots, 
but the lambs are creep fed with cake 
from a few weeks old. 

A lambing average of 150 per cent is 
regularly reached and the Hampshire 
cross lambs are considered to be the most 
suitable for Wolds winter conditions. 
Southburn Estates is probably the only 
Wolds land to produce such early fat 
lambs. 

Next comes the 350 Suffolk cross Half- 
Bred ewes headed by English Leicester 
rams. Lambing takes place in April and 


after the ewes are drenched with P.T.Z. 
the flock moves on to clean ley where 
they are rotationally grazed and and the 
lambs are weaned in August. 

The lambs are transferred to rape until 
October, to be followed by kale and fin- 
ally finished on soft turnips to average 
50-55lb weight by January. No cake is 
fed to the ewes and none to the lambs 
while suckling. 

For this purpose the English Leicester 
is considered to be a first-class ram, at 
Southburn Estates and a good deal better 
for fat lamb production than is usually 
believed. Good rams of this breed can 
be purchased for quite modest prices. 

Naturally these newer husbandry 
methods have excited considerable inter- 
est in Yorkshire circles. This was 
demonstrated by the large field of farmers 
and other agriculturists who came 
many parts of the northern counties to a 
recent demonstration which featured both 
the sheep and the grassland management. 


A ram breeding flock of Hampshires is also bred at Southburn which, like the English Leicesters, are reared under the same conditions es the 
early lambing commercial flock. Here is part of this year’s crop of ram lambs.

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Quality Does Not Pay 


T seems to be taken for granted 
these days that the best way for us 
to get out of difficulties of flooded 

markets and foreign competition, is 

through the production of high- 
quality foods. A most praiseworthy 
objective, but, like all good intentions, 
doomed to frustration and failure in 
the special conditions of these 
islands. That is not to say that those 
forming those admirable bacon, 
lamb and other quality groups should 
cease their efforts. But that they 
should realize that their efforts are 
of little account in a market over 
which they have no overall control. 

But what is quality? I suppose the best 
way to define the word is that it 
describes a product that is superior to 
all others in terms of consumer demand, 
and hence in the price it commands. 
This criterion of price and demand is 
not constant, it varies over the years. 

A good example is provided by the wool 
market. For the best part of a century 
the wool trade has been dominated by 
the fine quality Merino wools and their 
equivalent fine wools grown here.

Then artificial fibres began to replace 
wool, wools, until we

wool is practically the most valuable in

Cheviot does not end here. The last few 
years has seen a development of a trade 
in ewe lambs and shearlings into the Eng- 
lish lowlands and marginal land. There 
they are crossed with a Down ram to 
produce lambs of the weight currently re- 
quired, most of which are ready for 
slaughter before weaning at weights up to 
45lb. Lambing averages easily exceed 
150 per cent, the ewes having an abun- 
dance of milk for two strong lambs. More 
recently a few rams have followed ewes 
into Engiand for the set purpose of breed- 
ing replacements. 


Pure Cheviot 

Some fiockmasters who have previously 
sold Half-Breds from their Cheviot flocks, 
find that the sale of pure N.C. Cheviots 
is more straightforward. Besides, there is 
now an increased market for their rams. 
The demand for ewes at the Scottish auc- 
tions is ially lively, as the greater 
range of conditions to which they are 
adaptable at once brings in an increase of 
buyers. 

So out of all these changes, what is the 
position of the sheep industry in North 
Britain to-day? The Blackface which pro- 


duces the Greyface ewe, and the N.C. 
Cheviot which breeds the Scottish Half- 
Bred, are advancing side by side. One of 
these breeds at least, will doubtless qualify 
as a National Breed, to form a select band 
which will serve us better than our pre- 
sent multiplicity of breeds and cross 
breeds. 

Whatever the future may be it is certain 
that severe uniformity with high carcase 
quality will be necessary if we are to com- 
pete successfully in the promised larger 
European market. 

In this respect, crystal gazers foretell 
the eventual complete supremacy of the 
Blackface over the N.C. Cheviot, for which 
they give two reasons. One is the numeri- 
cal superiority of the Blackface and the 
other is its ability te withstand a rather 
wider variety of climatic and grazing con- 
ditions than the N.C. Cheviot, 

But behind all this, they see the shadow 
of the hardy Swaledale looming larger 
every year with its increasing sales of tups 
into Scotland, where flockmasters now say 
“Where the Blackface can exist, the 
Swaledale will thrive.” ‘The Battle of the 
Breeds is on.

EX-STREAM MEASURES 


A stream rises on, and flows through, my 
land. May I use it for irrigation? So 
far as I know the water is not needed 
lower down.—X. 

Every owner of land abutting on a 

natural watercourse flowing in a known 

and defined channel has a proprietary 
right to have the water flow to him in its 
natural state in flow, quantity and quality, 
neither increased nor diminished, whether 
he has yet made use of it or not. This 
necessarily means that the owners of land 
higher up the stream are under certain 
duties to those lower down. Nevertheless 
there is an absolute right to take water 
from the stream for all ordinary purposes. 

The water may also be used for the irriga- 

tion of land, provided it is returned into 

the stream opposite the land with no

“B” IN HIS BONNET 


I have a “C”-licensed 5 tonner and am 
always being asked to carry other 
farmers’ beasts. What chance is there 
of a “B” licence?—X. . 

You must apply to the Regional Licen- 

sing Authority. They must publish your 

application for a “B” licence and you 
will find that other hauliers and the 

British Transport will object on the 

grounds that they are able to give the 

service for which you seek the licence. 

If you are prepared to limit the distance 

you wish to carry for hire and reward or 

to limit the carrying to certain farms, 
people or markets you may, by prior 
negotiation, get a “B” licence with such 
conditions attached. It would be helpful 
to you in any case if the persons who 
have asked you to transport work | for 
them were prepared to go to the Licen- 
sing Authorities’ hearing and say that they 
cannot get the work done by anybody 
else.—F. L. S

Many of my bullocks when slaughtered 
have abscesses on the livers. Could this 
be due to fluke picked up last wet 
autumn?—V. P. 

It reads as if the abscesses in the liver had 
been due to infection by the necrosis bacilli 
which had gained access to the liver via 
the bile duct from the intestine, rather 
than fluke disease in which the bile ducts 
of the liver are affected for the most part, 
and in which the subjects scour and lose 
condition.—Vet.

Pare the affected foot back into proper 

shape and remove all decayed and under- 

run horn.

The washing may or may not have re- 
moved the spores from the clothing, so, 
to be on the safe side, it would be well 
to disinfect them by soaking in a 2 per 
cent solution of formalin for 24 hours, and 
then wash them again. The spores are 
quite resistant to just plain soap and 
water, but boiling water would render

silos. These are usually steel towers, 
lined with glass, fitted with marine-type, 
self-sealing hatches which keep out air.

OUT FOR A DUCK 

Are duck eggs all right to put down in 
waterglass for the winter?—V. S. 
(Wilts). 

Duck eggs do not usually keep well in 

waterglass due to the fact that the eggs are 

usually fouled after being laid and the 

bacteria penetrate the porous shell and 

shell membranes and cause the eggs to 

rot.—H. R. C.K 


THE ANSWER’S A LION 
If I keep, say, 600 hens may I sell the 
eggs to shops without formality?—X. 
Every one keeping over 50 birds must 
register with the Egg Marketing Board 
and can send their eggs to a packing 
station or sell direct to consumers without 
further formality. Those wishing to sell 
to shops, hotels, etc (for re-sale) need a 
“B” licence from the Board and are re- 

quired to stamp their eggs.—P. J. B. 


WET MASH 
In what proportions should I feed fish 
meal, bread waste and potatoes to 
growing pullets?—D. B. (Glos). 
At 10 weeks of age give one morning 
feed of growers’ pellets, then a mid-day 
wet mash feed of } soaked bread waste, } 
cooked potatoes, } growers mash (by 
weight) and add 2oz fish meal to each 
10ib soaked bread and cooked potatoes 
used in the mixture. Provide an evening 
grain feed. After 12-14 weeks of age, two 
wet mash feeds as above can be used, 
morning and mid-day, and an evening 
grain feed—H. R. C. K. 


NOT A GOOD MOVE 
I wish to modernize my battery umit. 
Would it be all right to turn my Sep- 
tember-hatched L.S.XN.H.R.s on _ to 
free range? They are still laying 60-65 
per cent.—R. W. (Hants). 
To disturb the birds now would affect 
egg production and most likely cause them 
to moult. As they should continue to lay 
in the cages through the high egg price 
period of late July to September produc- 
ing large eggs you will certainly reduce 
their profitability by a move now. I ad- 
vise you to leave the conversion of the 
house for as long as possible.—H. R. C. K. 
TEN WEEK TARGET 
I am rearing Aylesbury jor killing and 
deep freeze storage. At 9-10 weeks 
they will not be stubbly. When after 
that will they again be “clean?” I 
want big birds —H. T. (Wilts). 
If you brood and feed the ducklings well, 
then they will reach very good weights at 
9-10 weeks of age. Give brooding heat 
for 12-14 days—95 deg. F for first 4-5 
days then reduce rapidly. Feed on chick 
starter crumbs ad lib. to 6-7 weeks of age, 
and then table poultry fattening pellets 








A TIMELY TIP 


F the many different ways of 
drying and storing grain, all 
involve drying the grain to “ safe” 
moisture contents, which vary 
slightly according to the kind of 
crop and the manner in which it is 
stored.

BLACK AND WHITE 
If I put a Large Black boar on a Large 
White sow, what colour will the pigs be 
and will they be prick- or lop-eared? 
Why ts the reverse cross the more 
popular?—-R. F. (Norfelk). 
Most of the offspring are likely to be blue 
and white, but some may be black and 
white, depending upon the strain of the 
Large White sow. The ears may vary 
from being nearly prick-eared to largely 
lop-eared. The majority will probably be 
intermediate. The Large White boar 
crossed on to a Large Black sow is the 
commoner type of cross because it is 
believed that the Large Black sow is a 
better mother than the Large White and it 
is also thought that the Large White boar 
stamps his conformation on the offspring. 
It is doubtful if there is any evidence in 
support of this belief —H. R. D. 


HAY HELP 


What should I charge a neighbour for 
helping him with his hay by lending 
him two men with tractors and trailers 
to cut and stack the crop?—H. A. 
(Derbys). 

The carting of bales and stacking them 

is far better calculated on piecework basis 

than on an hourly. This should be 4d or 
5d a bale according to the distance tra- 
velled and storing facilities. By the hour, 
for tractor, trailer and driver. say, 16s, 
with additional men at 6s. This rate 
would be between farmers, and not con- 
tract rates.—W. J. 


AGAINST THE GRAIN 


Sparrows are already attacking my wheat. 
What are their habits and what is the 
best method of control?—R, K. (Oxon). 

Sparrows tend to be locally migratory, 

their habits being governed to a great ex- 

tent by available food supplies. Based as 
they are on human habitations they gener- 





ally do not have to go very far. They are 
seen in their worst light’ at this time of 
year when flocks raid the fields of ripening 
grain. Earlier (and later) in the year they 
do some good by eating quantities of 
aphides and other imsect pests. Methods 
of destruction include: trapping, destroy- 
ing eggs and nests, netting roosting birds 
at might, shooting with small shot in 
winter. At the present juncture scarers 
(bangers and so on) might help, especially 
if you vary positioning and type. Yours 
is, unhappily, a perennial problem to 
which no really satisfactory answer has 
yet been found.—P J. B.

ATURAL ventilation, natural light and natural foods—these are ingredi-

million eggs a week plan which Mr. Frank Arden has for 1965. 


Already he is producing 250,000 eggs a week from 64,000 birds at Glent- 


worth, near Gainsborough, Lincs. 


And 34,000 of them are in a single house 


which he believes is the largest in — 


Mr. Arden plans to have eight of these | 


houses when he has seen how the natural 
ventilation system stands up to a hard 
winter, 


The house is 226ft long x 123ft wide, | 
of double-brick and encased in | 


built 
asbestos. 
at ground level, circulates between the 
inner and outer skins, and is released at 
4ft to the birds. 


Cool Inside 

Except for the ends, where wind traps 
might form, the whole of the roof ridge 
is open. On one of the hottest days this 
summer it was pleasantly cool inside the 
house. 

There are 26 banks of batteries run- 
ning across the house, each of which is 
four tiers high. The double cages are 
divided into four by hanging flaps to 
give more room to the four hybrids 
tm each. 

Dispensers fill the continuous troughs 
with mash once a day—twice if necessary 
—and water trickles past each cage and 
into the manure channel which runs the 
length of one side of the house. 

First equipment for automatically scrap- 
ing this channel has not been satisfactory 
and more is being installed. The manure 
is being incorporated into a bore-hole 
irrigation system which will cover 800 
surrounding acres.

The remaining 30,000 layers at the 
moment are in smaller battery houses built 
up since Mr, Arden went back into poul- 
try as food rationing ended in 1952. Son 
of a 350-acre farmer, he had a 5,000-bird 
battery system—plus many more on free 
range—before the war. 

Now he farms 12,000 acres in Lincoin- 
shire, Nottinghamshire and Angus and his 
enterprises range from. tulips to dried 
grass. He sells all the 2,500 acres of barley 
he grows and buys in poultry feed. 


Natural Foods 

The bitds are better, he says, on 
“natural foods”’ and he worries about the 
long-term eflects of hormones and aiti- 
biotics on human beings. 

Last year 96,000 pullets were reared on 
a contract system by Mr. W. S. Fowler 
at nearby Normanby-by-Spital. Mortality 
rate was 2.5 per cent of “those paid for” 
and 30,000 were sold as growers or at 
point-of-lay. 

This year, the plan is to rear a few 
thousand more and they come from the 
hatchery in weekly batches of 3,200 from 
August 21 through to April 2. They are 
grouped in 800s in 1,000-size gas brooders.

OST of us have the makings of 
a book within the dark cup- 


boards of our minds. By reach- 
ing through the cobwebs to the back 
shelves we might drag forth sufficient 
material which, when dusted down and 
shaken out, would yield anecdotes enough 
for a second thinner volume.

She probably leaped 
Stone Row at Down Tor and sat in the 
shade of Bennetts Cross and wondered 
at the mystery that placed them there.

She wondered at the pagodas 
and the pyramids and witnessed the 
cruelty and carnage of the Sino-Japanese 
war and the ebb and flow of refugees 
which followed in its wake. 

For an army officer’s wife with youth, 
zest and a craving for excitement, 
Shanghai was the place to be. Mrs. Philip, 
with her baby daughter in her arms, was 
on board an Italian ship which steamed 
up the Yangtsze at the very moment the 
Chinese and Japanese decided to shell each 
other from bank to bank,

With the ground firm beneath her feet 
in Shanghai she returned to her favourite 
pastime of training horses. She trained 
the shaggy Mongolian ponies to polo the 
same way as in Egypt she persuaded the 
tough Australian Waler ponies and Arab 
horses. 

In the evenings she and her husband 
would watch “Pelota” that exhausting, 
high speed ball game from the Basque 
country which involves a wicker work 
racket-cum-basket strapped to the fore- 
arm and a high degree of skill. 

In Malaya and Singapore too, horses 
played a major part in Mrs. Philp’s life. 
She rode mounts lent her by the Sultan 
of Perak, she held rein to an American 
thoroughbred, a French-born mare, a 
Palamino from America complete with 
cowboy saddle and bridle, an American. 
pinto and a Java pony for her (by now) 
two children, She shot wild pig with 
pleasure and hunted elephant (when the 
herd rooted up the railway) with 
reluctance.

Pring, the well-known live stock photo- 
grapher of FARMER & STOCK-BREEDER. 

“ First of all you need plenty of patience 


when you try to photograph live stock. 
Wait until the animals are standing in 
exactly the right position before you take 
your picture. ey are generally best 
taken on a bright but not iantly 
sunny day 

“Don’t get too close to the animal you 
want to photograph. Take a cow or 
horse from your own eye-level. Get down 
lower for sheep or pigs. 

“Don’t let animals stand in a downhill 
position, preferably slightly uphill. If a 
cow suffers from a dro back, try to 
put the hind legs in a slight hollow. Make 
sure that all four legs are showing. 

“Try to avoid getting straight lines 
running parallel with the back of the 
animal. Preferably take light animals 
against a dark background—dark beasts 
against a light one. 

“Don’t get the head too much facing 
the camera; try to take it at a slight angle. 
If you can choose an elevated position for 
taking a ag ie stand on a wall— 
so much the better.
